a “perspective” for the development of adult education in Canada 
through the 1970’s. The children of the “population explosion” years 
will be reaching adulthood during that decade and it is urgently im- 
portant to look ahead and chart a course of action. If support can be 
obtained, the Ten Year project will constitute the most sustained joint 
effort yet undertaken. 
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
